effectually it required (he- .sanction of the 
strong arm of (he law. Temperance men 
ibould be more alive in fuluie, and put no man 
into office opposed to the prohibitory law. 
(Hear, hear.) Does not Alcohol destroy (he 
intellect — destroy Ihe cnesgie% and destroy 
the happiness of mankind t Yes, the intoi- 
icatiog cilp has proi'eua curse so deep lhal it 
demands stringent efforts lo remove it. For 
his part he was in favor of prohibition as. the 
most effectual m A ans : because it would bave 
a speedy effect and save thousands from filling 
& drunkard's grave. Would that these im- 
moral |>est-uou>esj (bat arms the hinds of 
(he afllssin with a knife, sod urges on tbe 
fiendish propensities of revenge to final issue, 
ire re abolivfaed. Were an assemblage of peo- 
ple like the present to be hurled into eternity 
suddenly by some accident, great consterna. 
tion would prevail} bu? what should be tie 

effect, when we recollect that 60,000,— if 
they were all congregated I ogeth*r, an assem. 

blage of people fro-u fifteen to twenty limes 
as large as the present, are cut off annually in 
tbe Province of Canada, through this traffic. 
We can send our money \o advance Christi- 
anity in heathen lands, and perhaps be the 
means of preventing Ihe Hindoslanfroin cast- 
ing himself beneath (he wheels of the Jugger- 
naut, or the mother from throwing her child 
in tbe Ganges; and we can also contribute to- 
wards releasing tbe bond-men of the neigh- 
poring Republic, but let us see to it, that we 
are not poisoned or held in slavery by the 
springing up of social evita amongsl lis* The 
speaker then referred to the licensing system, 
and contended that the law, as existing at 
present, was applying ihe suicidal knife to so- 
ciety, and giving (he color of legality and re- 
spec (ability (o a traffic injurious to the coun- 
try ai large. It had befn estimated that every 
lOlIi man in England was a pauper, (I) and 
i!>3l seven-eights of idem were made such by 
the vie of a* dent sprits; this fact furnished 
sufficient proof of Ihe statcinvnt, that the 
licensing sysUwi was injurious lo society. In 
viewf of ibU alarming state of things, he was 
to favor of Ficliibilion ; and le thought Ihe 
temperance community at least, independent 
of other considerations, should support none 
olher ihanleinjieranceineoat thu polls, (Hear, 
hear.) Tins principle — Ihis platform was 
■iflscctarian, and (he (rue policy was to press 
forward until the people »ere emancipated 
from the thraldom in which they ni-re enslav- 
ed. He had great pleasure in moving Ihe 
resolution he had read. The Rer.genllemea 
concluded amid great applause.

In reference to lli« second 
part, he would s:iy, lhat 37 Upper Canadians 
voted for the law and 13 against : in Lower
